For the benefit of all who may seck Lo
ewindle the newspapers oot of their just
dues, we publish the lollowing, which is
kept standing at the bead of the firat
columo in maoy of our exchanges:

1. Buobscribers who do not give ex
press notice to the contrary are consmid-
ered as wishiog 1o continue their subseip-
tons.

2. 1If subscribers order the discontin-
uance of their periodicals, the publisher
may continue to stnd them antil all ar
reurs are paid,

8. If eubscribers neglect to or refuse
to take their periodicals from the office
to wiich they are directed, they are held
responsible till they bave settled their
bill and ordered their paper discontinued.

4. If subscribers move to other places
without informing the publisher, and the
papers are sent to the former direction,
they are held responsible.

5. The courts have decided that re-
fusing to take periodicals from the office,
or removing end leaving them unealled
for, is *prims {acia” evidence of inten
tional fraud,
